Wichita District School. Fall term
commences Monday, Sept. 1st, 1872. Rules :

1st No pupil shall be allowed to continue
in school unless supplied with the necessary
text-boo- and stationery.

2d Each pupil is expected to attend punctu-
ally and regularly, to conform strictly to all the
rules and regulations, and is responsible to
the teachers and superintendent for any im-

proper conduct during school hours and while
on the school premises.

3d Every pupil will be held responsible ror
all damage done to school property, of any de-

scription, by himself, and may be suspended
until ample repairs shall be made.

4th No pupil shall be allowed to uc pro-
fane or unchaste language about the school
premises, engage in fighting, enter adjoining
lots, or Interfere with, or in any way disturb
the property or citizens.

5th Pupils shall not bring to the school, for
the purpose of perusal during school hours,
any book or periodical hav ing no connection
with their school studies.

Cth No pupil shall ue tobacco in any form
in and about the school building.

7th No pupil shall be allowed to bring any
lire-ar- to school.

8th All pupils shall pursue the course of
study laid down, unless excused by the super-
intendent.

9th Any pupil coming to the school with
offensive unclcinliucss of person or clothes,
shall be sent hence to be properly prepared
for school.
